SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  Board  had  a  busy  year,  with  the  Town  Dump  and  the  extensive  road 
repairs  topping  the  list. 

We  are  under  increased  pressure  to  clean  up  and  control  access  to  our 
Dump.  This  year  the  Board  took  several  steps  towards  that  end:  installing  a 
fence  around  the  Dump,  establishing  hours  of  operation  and  hiring  attendant. 
We  would  like  to  thank  Terry  Ward  for  doing  a  fine  job  in  that  position. 

We  also  took  the  first  step  toward  groundwater  monitoring  in  the  Dump 
area  with  the  drilling  of  piezometers,  holes  by  which  the  flow  of  groundwater 
can  be  determined.  In  1987,  we  will  be  drilling  monitoring  wells.  These  wells 
are  required  by  the  State  and  we  will  have  to  monitor  the  groundwater  in  the 
Dump  area  for  contamination  for  many  years  after  the  Dump  is  closed.  We 
thank  Dee  Caldwell  and  George  Hanson  for  their  many  hours  spent  supervis- 
ing the  drilling  and  afterwards  taking  samples,  and  also  for  helping  to  pro- 
vide the  necessary  information  to  the  State. 

We  have  received  State  approval  for  a  temporary  transfer  station  which 
will  be  situated  adjacent  to  the  Dump  and  which  will  begin  operation  as  soon 
as  the  waste-to-energy  facility  in  Claremont  is  ready  to  accept  our  trash, 
which  should  be  in  April.  The  Town  of  Langdon  will  be  using  our  Transfer 
Station  on  a  contract  basis  for  as  least  the  first  year. 

The  "big  storm"  of  August  7th  washed  out  many  Town  and  State  roads  in  the 
South  Acworth  area,  stranding  some  residents  and  requiring  the  major  part 
of  our  Highway  Department's  efforts  until  snow  fell.  We  were  able  to  qualify 
for  Federal  and  State  funds  totaling  $327,889.00.  Of  the  amount  that  we 
spend,  the  Federal  government  pays  75%,  the  State  pays  12.5%  and  the  Town 
pays  12.5%.  There  is  a  considerable  amount  of  paperwork  to  be  completed 
before  the  final  cost  to  the  Town  can  be  determined.  The  Selectmen  wish  to 
thank  Rep.  David  Young  of  Alstead  for  helping  us  to  find  out  what  funds  were 
available. 

One  of  the  Warrant  Articles  to  be  voted  on  this  year  concerns  the  South 
Acworth  Dam.  As  explained  in  last  year's  report,  we  have  received  notice 
from  the  State  to  either  repair  or  give  up  the  Dam.  The  Budget  Committee  has 
approved  $1,000  for  an  engineering  study  which  will  tell  us  what  needs  to  be 
done  and  estimate  the  cost.  The  Board  would  like  to  thank  Claude  Bassinne  for 
assisting  us  in  our  response  to  the  state. 

Ralph  Balla  has  handed  in  his  resignation  as  Forest  Fire  Warden.  The 
Board  would  like  to  note  that  Ralph  served  in  this  position  for  twenty-five 
years  and  would  like  to  thank  him,  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  for  this  service. 

The  Board  continues  to  meet  on  alternate  Monday  evenings.

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ROAD  AGENTS  REPORT 

This  year  was  a  year  when  Mother  Nature  decided  to  lash  out  at  all  Road 
Agents.  She  didn't  leave  Acworth  off  her  list.  The  following  roads  were 
impassable:  Ingoldsby,  Grout  Hill.  Gate's  Mountain,  Landry's,  Campbell, 
Quinn's,  Livermore,  Forest  Road,  Beryl  Mountain  Road.  Brier's  Road,  the  big 
culvert  on  Derry  Hill,  Pickul  Road,  Crane  Brook,  Harvey  Bascom,  Busy 
Street,  Quarrier's  Road,  Arthur  Smith  Road,  and  Underwood  Road. 

The  State  and  Federal  Government  estimated  there  was  $327,889.00  of 
damage  done.  We  put  out  over  20,000  yards  of  bank  run  gravel  and  over  6,000 
yards  of  crushed  gravel.  With  Spring  coming  there  will  be  alot  of  work  to  be 
done  still,  because  of  the  thaw. 

Brush  cutting  was  done  on  Crane  Brook  Road,  Five  Points  and  the  Charles- 
town  Road. 

The  residents  on  the  Cold  Pond  Road  have  a  bad  time  in  the  Spring  of  the 
year,  due  to  the  frost.  At  this  time  we  have  repaired  three  of  the  worst  spots.  In 
this  coming  year  we  plan  to  finish  repairing  the  muddy  areas. 

In  the  Winter,  the  first  roads  to  be  plowed  and  sanded  are  the  bus  routes  and 
the  main  lines.  You  must  realize  we  have  at  least  50  miles  of  roads  to  plow  and 
sand  with  only  two  men. 

All  regularly  maintained  roads  were  graded  once  during  the  year.  We 
would  have  done  more  but  due  to  the  flooding  we  were  unable. 

I  want  to  thank  everyone  who  helped  and  worked  with  me  this  past  year.

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ACWORTH  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  AND  RESCUE.  INC. 

An  article  in  the  Town  Warrant  this  year  concerns  the  Acworth  Turkey 
Shoot. 

Over  the  past  twenty-seven  years,  the  Acworth  Turkey  Shoot  has  earned 
about  $75,000  for  the  fire  company.  That  is  a  substantial  sum.  It  helps  explain 
why  Acworth  residents  have  paid  less  for  fire  protection  than  most  other 
towns.  We  would  like  to  keep  the  situation  that  way;  it  is  in  the  interest  of  every 
one  of  us. 

In  recent  years,  the  fire  company  has  become  The  Acworth  Volunteer  Fire 
and  Rescue,  Inc.  We've  added  a  group  of  new  and  well-trained  members  to 
carry  out  that  function,  and  we're  quite  proud  of  their  work.  The  changes  have 
caused  us  to  do  some  housekeeping:  to  bring  bylaws  up  to  date,  to  check  on  our 
insurance  coverage,  and  to  review  our  status  as  a  non-profit  corporation 
separate  from  the  Town.  Liability  suits  today  can  carry  huge  and  crippling 
financial  penalties.  Some  of  these  suits  are  filed  against  fire  and  police 
departments.  It  becomes  crucial  to  carry  adequate  insurance  and  to  be  certain 
about  lines  of  responsibility  and  liability. 

On  March  6,  1973,  the  warrant  for  Town  Meeting  showed  the  following 
Article,  #9,  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  renew  the  lease  of  the  Turkey  Shoot 
Land  (Farnsworth  Lot)  to  the  Acworth  Volunteer  Fire  Co.,  Inc." 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  show  that  the  Town  voted  "to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  negotiate  the  lease  of  the  Turkey  Shoot  land  to  the  Acworth 
Volunteer  Fire  Co.,  Inc."  But  the  lease  was  never  written. 

The  fire  company  built  the  Turkey  Shoot.  Over  the  years,  the  company 
maintained  it  and  paid  for  insurance  coverage,  w^hen  the  property  was  in  use. 
But  there  is  no  lease.  The  lines  of  jurisdiction,  liability,  and  responsibility  are 
unclear  and  uncertain.  In  the  past,  this  has  led  to  confusion  over  the  use  of  the 
land.  As  to  suits,  we've  been  lucky.  Today,  in  liability  matters,  it's  truly 
foolhardy  to  depend  on  luck. 

Certain  advantages  in  having  a  fire  and  rescue  company  are  obvious  put- 
ting out  fires  and  offering  aid  in  medical  crises.  Less  obvious  is  the  fact  that, 
because  the  company  meets  certain  standards,  insurance  rates  are  lower  in 
Acworth.  That  has  added  up  to  savings  in  the  community  and  has  repaid 
investment  in  the  fire  company. 

Today  especially,  it  is  also  an  advantage  to  have  a  fire  and  rescue  company 
that  is  incorporated  and  insured  separately  from  the  Town.  Many  depart- 
ments around  the  state  are  structured  in  this  way.  If,  then,  there  should  be  a 
lawsuit,  the  Town  would  not  be  liable;  it's  not  involved. 

This  year,  we  are  asking  that  the  Town  deed  the  Turkey  Shoot  land  to  the 
Fire  and  Rescue  Company.  This  will  clarify  jurisdiction  over  a  property 
maintained  and  used  by  the  company  for  many  years.  It  will  remove  liability 
from  the  Town,  in  the  event  of  a  lawsuit,  which  a  lease  arrangement  would  not 
accomplish.  Deeding  the  property  over  will  place  responsibility  where  it 
belongs  and  remove  a  risk  to  the  Town.  In  the  event  that  the  Fire  and  Rescue 
Company  should  cease  to  use  the  property,  it  will  revert  to  the  Town.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1985  and  June  1986,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than  normal. 
The  two  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children  and  fires  kindled 
without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both  causes  are  preven- 
table, but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  preven- 
tion. Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timbe*-  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of 
State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations; 
however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law 
may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  became  responsible  for  the  timber  tax  payment 
starting  April  1.  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that  will 
impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  timber  tax 
forms.

1986  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  ACTIVITIES 

Construction  of  the  Signal  Environmental  Systems,  Inc.  waste-to-energy 
facility  is  nearing  completion.  Based  on  the  current  schedule,  Signal  expects 
to  begin  accepting  waste  for  test  purposes  by  the  end  of  February,  1987  and  to 
begin  commercial  operation  during  May,  1987. 

Changes  to  the  facility,  because  of  new  State  regulations,  include  dry  lime 
scrubbers  and  fabric  filters  to  meet  new  acid  gas  emission  standards  and 
auxiliary  burners  to  control  trace  organic  emissions  during  start-up.  The  cost 
of  constructing  and  operating  this  new  control  equipment  will  add  over  seven 
dollars  per  ton  to  disposal  costs. 

The  permit  application  for  an  ash  landfill  on  land  owned  by  the  Sullivan 
County  District  in  Newport,  New  Hampshire  was  filed  with  the  state  in 
September  1986.  It  is  expected  that  the  permitting  process,  including  any 
appeals  by  opponents,  should  be  completed  during  1987.  Discussions  have 
been  held  with  Browning  Ferris  Industries  to  use  a  newly  lined  section  of  the 
Rockingham,  Vermont  landfill  in  the  interim. 

A  Recycling  Project  Manager  was  hired  in  March,  1986.  During  May,  1986, 
household  hazardous  waste  collection  days  were  held  in  Springfield,  Vermont 
and  Claremont  and  New  London,  New  Hampshire.  Eighty  barrels  of  material 
were  collected  from  citizens  and  schools  in  the  two  Districts.  This  fall,  the 
access  road  to  the  waste-to-energy  facility  was  paved  with  glasphalt,  using 
120  tons  of  recycled  glass  collected  from  the  Districts  and  other  recycling 
facilities. 

A  report  illustrating  potential  cost  savings  associated  with  recycling  in 
each  member  town  was  completed,  and  meetings  with  interested  town 
officials  are  on-going.  It  is  hoped  that  during  1987,  citizens  and  businesses  will 
have  the  opportunity  to  recycle  glass,  metal,  newsprint  and  cardboard  at 
various  locations  throughout  the  District. 

Removal  of  trace  metals  is  also  a  priority  for  recycling  because  these  metals 
may  cause  unacceptable  air  emissions  when  burned  and  increase  metal 
concentrations  in  leachate  from  the  ash  landfill.  Signal  has  provided  the 
Districts  with  a  $2500  grant  to  begin  a  household  battery  recycling  program. 
Discussions  are  being  held  with  battery  retailers  about  providing  containers 
to  collect  used  batteries  for  recycling  or  disposal  in  a  proper  manner. 

This  coming  year  will  be  a  difficult  one  as  the  District  and  Towns  switch 
from  the  old  system  to  the  new  one.  The  District  Committee  and  staff  will  be 
working  to  make  the  transition  as  smooth  as  possible.  If  anyone  has  questions 
or  suggestions,  they  should  not  hesitate  to  attend  District  meetings  or  contact 
their  District  Representative  or  the  Project  office.

The  Board  reissued  the  Zoning  Regulations  as  amended  by  last  year's  town 
meeting.  Copies  are  available  at  the  town  hall. 

Bob  Weaver's  resignation  was  accepted  with  regret  last  January.  In  March 
the  Board  welcomed  Carl  Henninger  as  the  newly  elected  member  to  fill  the 
vacancy. 

In  April  one  Board  member  attended  a  seminar  held  in  Concord  for  the 
Trustees  of  Trust  Funds.  The  information  brought  back  to  us  was  that  the 
Planning  Board  is  responsible  for  maintaining  a  list  of  all  the  private  cemeter- 
ies in  the  town.  We  would  appreciate  information  from  anyone  who  might  be 
aware  of  any  burial  lots  in  the  hills  of  Acworth  which  we  may  not  be  aware  of.
